A REMARKABLE COLLECTION OF MINIATURES, in oils on copper, 
mostly painted in monochrome (but some with coloured 
costumes), comprising one hundred and forty-seven portraits of 
painters of the Dutch and Flemish Schools, a.p. 1360-1680, and 
nineteen of learned men connected with the Academy of Leyden, 
A.D. 1516-1725. 

As may be judged from their number, the collection contains 
reproductions of many little-known portraits, and they bear in 
many cases a facsimile of the original artist’s signature. 

They appear to be the work of an early 18th Century artist ; 
are ovals, 31n. by 441%n., and are framed in drawers each 
holding, in the case of the portraits of artists, twenty-one, and 
in that of the learned men, ten miniatures, one of the latter 
being missing. 

These nine drawers, 391m. by 234 1n., are contained in a 
pedestal cabinet with three other drawers
